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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue in part that Chuah is directed to 
packet technology and not the division of a time division multiplexed data stream. Chuah is indeed directed to packet technology (column 
1, lines 28-44). Applicants' attention is drawn to FIG. 4 of the Application, depicting "an exemplary packet in accordance with an 
embodiment of the invention." In other words, "the division of a time division multiplexed data stream" according to the invention produces 
packets, similar to any other packets, which are clearly contemplated by Chuah. There appears to be no meaningful distinction between 
"the division of a time division multiplexed data stream" and "packets" except semantically. 



Applicants argue that time division streams divided into fixed sized packets was not taught by Chuah. This is far from the case. Time 
division multiplexing is the de facto transmission standard used in internet telephony applications, as opposed to frequency multiplexing 
which is used more commonly in wireless communications. Time division streaming has been around for over 20 years. See the ALOHA 
networks designed by DOD in 1970s. The mere presence of an Internet Telephony Server in Chuah (column 7, lines 36-60) dictates that 
time division multiplexing is in use in Chuah. The repacketization into fixed packets was shown in column 7, lines 50-column 8, line 13. 
Also column 8, lines 24-65. Even assuming arguendo the division of fixed packets is not taught by Chuah explicitly, it is implicitly present 
based upon the Internet technology of a router. The use of a buffer as an output for the router implicitly and inherently limits the size of an 
outgoing packet.. 
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
